These are but some of the multitude of 
instances in which Senators increase the 
salaries of tbelr families. 

In the House Speaker Crisp has his son. 
Charles F. Crisp, as his teller, at a salary 
of *2.220 per annum. 

Representative Richardson of Tcnnes 
sec. Chairman of the Committee on 
Printing, has a nephew as clerk of bis 
committee, while another nephew is 
provided with a Government clerkship, 
so that the two brothers may live together 
in Washington. 

Only the other day Representative 
Wilson. Chairman of the Committee on 
Ways and Menus, had a son appointed as 
Paymaster in the Navy This will give 
the young man a good position for life, 
with a pension after he is unable to do 
:tive duty. 

Representative Springer of Illinois kept 
his son on a salary while he was on the 
Ways and Means Committee by having 
him draw the pay as clerk of that 
committee, while some one else, not a 
relative, performed the more difficult 
part of the duty. Lately the President 
appointed the young man as Chaplain in 
the army, although his only qualifications 
for the position was his experience as a 
Sunday-school teacher and the fact that 
he occasionally led the Prayer meetings 
Methodist Church in this city, of 
which he was a member. He waa or- 
ined a couple of months before his 
appointment. 

Judge Culberson, Chairman of the 
Committee on the Judiciary, has a nephew 
clerk of that committee. 

WIVES AND DACOItTERS AS CLERKS. 

Besides these committee clerkship* 
cry member of Congress is allowed 1100 
a month for clerk hire during Co nitres*. 
It is not necessary for the member to 
divulge the name of the clerk, but merely 
to certify that they have expended 1100 
during the month for clerical services. 
In many instances their wives are the 
clerks for whom the money is drawn, in 
others a son or a daughter. It look* very 
small when the salary of a member is 
fixed at *.V000 a year, but the way the 
salary of the family may be increased 
makes the real money value of these 
positions much greater than appear*. 

There are a great many Senator* and 
members who do much work during a 
session of Congress, ami there are large 
numbers of instances in which these 
gentlemen pay out a great deal more 
than is allowed them for clerk hire. 
Genet ul Groove nor, for instance, not only 
keeps oue clerk constantly busy, but 
pays out considerable every month for 
the service* of an extra stenographer. 
But it is a fact that a large portion of the 
Senators and members, Jeffersonian 
Democrats who make loud profession* of 
economizing the people's money, "work" 
the Government for all it is worth. If 
Ibil system of bleeding the public 
Treasury were done away with, hundreds 
of thousands of dollar* would be saved 
every year Yet, who and where is tie 
Democrat ready to stand up to expose 
these abuses, and to advocate their 
correction? Now and then a Democrat 
grows eloquent over some plan to cut 
down the salary of a mechanic, or laborer 
ten or fifteen cents a day to bring it as 
near the starvation point as is consistent 
with allowing the man to work at all, but 
the instances in which the sons, wives, 
itaughters. nephews, nieces and various 
Other grades of relatives are given big 
salaries for doing comparatively nothing 
does not excite their zeal. If there is a 
prophet in the Democratic party who is 
against nepotism, and against the 
principle "A public office is a private 
snap,' he is yet to be heard from.
